BY GERMAN—LEROY-BEAUL1EU

PARIS. Feb. 22 (Correspondence) — 


Pierre Leroy-Beaulieu. son of the well- 
known economist Paul Lcroy-Bcau- 
lieu. is the latest member of.

ment to give his life to his country. 


He had already shown his courage

paign in which he braved several at- 
tacks and received a

"Madame:—It Is with the expression 


of deepest sympathy that I Inform you 
that your husband, captain of a group 
of reservists of the —th Regiment Ar 
tillery, died day before yesterday in 
my hospital of a wound In the head. 
As was reported to me he was wound- 
ed while fighting with the bravery of 
a hero. 


After all his gunners had fallen he 


himself served his piece; when he was 
finally obliged to cease firing he con 
tlmted to-defend himself with his re 
volver until struck by a bullet In the 
tomple, which,affected his right eye. 


"He was wounded Jan. Ulh. 
The 


wound was so grave that ho Iramedl- 


ately lost consciousness and did not 
recover his senses before "his 
death, 


which was peaceful and palnlera. 
' 


"The burial took place today In our 


military cemetery, with military hon- 
ors and in presence of German officers- 
as well as soldiers. 


"The tomb has been marked by a 


cross Identified by the number 75. Tha 
benediction was pronounced byaCath-; 
ollc priest of our army division. I bow 
humbly and> full of admiration before 
tho valiance of this comrade fighting 
heroically to tho last extremity for hts 
fatherland.

Revelations in New York within the past few days indicate thai lo 


some extent the social cancel1 oC anarchy has taken root in our great 
cities in its most dangerous aspect. 
The plot uncovered by the clever 


arrest of a conspirator who had deposited n bomb in St. Patrick's 
cathedral, ami the disclosures of a detective said to have been in the 
secret councils of the anarchist band reveal nothing of. the amateur, but 
sliOTi" a concerted attack on law and order, person and property, church 
nnd state—on the very foundations of society in this most democratic 
of nations. 
The success of the plot so sensationally unearthed was 


ineant to precipitate the class war FO often predicted as the result of 
many American influences, and bring about a reign of terror to which 
the French revolution was hut the mimic waifare of children. 


If the facts as reported in the news despatches are fully substantiated, 


it is for the authorities of New York and of our other great cities, and 
even for the government 
of tho United States to examine 
long and 


patiently into (he causes that have contributed to such dreadful condi- 
tions. 
It may be that some of the dangerous plotters who work at 


criminal designs under the shadow of every European throne find the 
present atmosphere of the old world uncongenial and, leaving countries 
that cannot be further agitated, flock to this country to ROW the seeds 
of destruction anil social revolution. 
Yet, there is reason lo fear that 


to some degree anarchistic plots have been hatched for years in this 
country, fanned by the flames of disruption here and there and fomented 
by every lawless speaker nnd 'writer who has abused American liberty 
apd striven to spread the pernicious doctrines of license under the guise 
of biimanitarianism. 


The frustrated designs of the Xpw York conspirators point eloquently 


to (lie diabolical source of anarchy, as exemplified in New York. 
St. 


Patrick's cathedral,, the finest example of ecclesiastical building in the 
great city, and the centre of a flourishing worship, was first to be 
destroyed. 
Then Carnegie, Rockefeller and other men of great wealth 


were to be removed by violence. 
Concerted attacks were to be made on 


banks, places of business and other commercial centres and looting and 
jnurder was to be the order of the day. 
Whatever ideals actuated the 


anarchists who. had perfected these plans for months, tho first essential 
was the destruction of established order. 
The new regime was to be 


baptized in blood. 
It is difficult to read the particulars of the alleged 


plots without recalling wild tales of fiction or bloody revolutions in lands 
of tyranny, but this was in New York in the year of war, 1915. 
Can we 


boast of our civilization or our system of vaunted freedom while such 
things exist in spite of every effort lo stump them out? 


The attempted destruction of St. Patrick's cathedral shows that first 


of all the anarchists would destroy religion, of which it is a noble 
symbol. 
The very design could only have been born in minds poisoned 


by the weeds of irreligion, Hcense'or religious prejudice. 
Religion stands 


between them and the fulfilment of their bloody designs, and so religion 
must go. Recently a lecturer in Ibis city attributed the great war mainlj 
to the neglect of religion and real culture and told how the French govern- 
ment, through one of the deputies, boasted of having put out the lights 
in heaven. What was attempted by atheists in France is now attempted 
by anarchists in America, but before this country is flaunted with the ! 


red warning of Europe. 
Will our people he warned in time and see to 


what the modern tendency lo lawlessness and materialism is leading? 


.'If this country is to exist .as planned by Washington and preserved 


in the days of the Civil war through the prudence of Lincoln, anarchy 
must be stamped out. 
The menace is great and it is very real.' It is 


useless to brag about our declaration o£ independence and indulge in 
patriotic orations while vile ministers of evil lurk in dark holes and 
plan for the overthrow of all that made America a nation. First of all, 
there must be a cleaning of the house in every department of our national 
life for while New York tolerates such things as were revealed in the 
Becker trial, who c.an wonder that it has plots o£ bloodshed and anarchy. 
By corruption in politics, .irreverence in religion and in all relating to 
the family life, laxity in morals, contempt for spiritual and temporal 
authority, and the machinations of selfish interests, our people have in- 
vited the hellish activity of the scum oC the world, and the plots of today 
shbvr the revolutions of tomorrow unless the nation is warned in time 
and .sets out to stamp out the weeds of disorder that were never designed 
lo'efow on American soil. We must seek out the anarchistic plotters of 
our" great'cities as we would seek the rats that carry the germs of the 
bubonic plague, for unless we do we shall carry a poison in our system 
that must some day destroy us. 
There is no place in this country.for 


anarchists and as we have often asserted, the very moment a man 
admits that he is an anarchist, he should be deported or otherwise placed 
where, he can do no harm.

While the futility of much criticism 


heard after the destruction wrought 
by a great fire is evident, it is inevi- 
table that the. public should discuss 
It in all its phases. On all sides spring 
up critics who declare that they pre- 
dicted this and that long 
ago; 
had 


they been listened to, they say. such 
& fire could never have occurred. While 
we have our share of. these theoretical 
fire fighters and preventers, all must 
now admit that official -warning had 
been given in many quarters concern- 
Ing eome conditions in Memorial build 
Ing that should have been long ago 
remedied. 


It seems evident that ths fire started 


because of defective wiring, and that 
this danger was officially presented to 
the city authorities in 1512.

the present workmen's compensation 
law absolutely mandatory

ery employer in

gaged in any industrial line, as well 
aa upon the commonwealth, counties, 
cities, towns^and fire' and water -dis- 
tricts, has been, prepared, by the in- 
dustrial accident .board and present- 
ed to the legislative committee on 
Judiciary 
The only exceptions . per- 


mitted under the bill are 
servants and farm laborers. 


In addition to requiring all employ- 


ers to come "under the provisions 01 
the act. the bill nlEO takes away the 
privilege- now accorded to employes 
ot Insured .employers to waive thtilr 
compensation rights under the termr 
of the law-, and to elect to secure 
compensation through a suit for per- 
sonal Injury. 


The bill also contains the so-called 


"self-Insurance" provision, to

known economist, Paul Lcroy-Beau- 
ieu.

that your husband, captain of a group 
of reservists of the —th Regiment Ar- 
tillery, died day before yesterday in 
my hospital of a wound In the head 
As was reported to me he iMas.wound- 
ed while fighting with the bravery of 
a hero. 


"After all his gunners had fallen he 


himself served his piece; when he was 
finally obliged to cease firing he con- 
tinued to defend himself with his re- 
volver until struck by a bullet In the 
temple, which affected his right eye. 


"He was wounrted Jan. 13th. The 


wound was so grave that ho Immedi- 


ately lost consciousness and. did cot 
recover his senses before his 
death, • 


which was peaceful and painless. 
; 


"The burial took place today 1n our 


military 'cemetery, with military ten- 
ors and in presence of German officers • 
as well ab soldiers. . - 


"The 
tomb has been 'marked- by a 


cross identified by the number 76. The 
benediction was pronounced byaCath- 
ollc priest of our army division. I-bow 
humbly and full,of admiration beforo 
the valfance of this comrade fighting 
heroically to the last extremity for his 
fatherland.

tome extent the soeinl cancer of anarchy has taken root in our great 
titles in its most dangerous aspect. 
The plot uncovered by the clever 


arrest of n conspirator who had deposited n bomb ip St. Patrick's 
cathedral, and the disclosures of a detective said to have been in the 
secret councils of the anarchist band reveal nothing o£ the amateur, but 
show a concerted attack on law and order, person and property, church 
and state—on the very foundations o£ society in this most democratic 
of nations. 
The success of the plot so sensationally unearthed was 


meant to precipitate the class war so often predicted as the result of 
many American influences, and bring about a reign of terror to which 
the French revolution was but tho mimic warfare of children:' 


If the facts as reported in the news despatches are fully substantiated, 


it is for the authorities of New York and of our other great cities, and 
even for the government of the United States to examine long and 
patiently into the causes that have contributed to such dreadful condi- 
tions. 
It may be that some of the dangerous plotters who work at 


criminal .designs under the shadow of every European throne find the 
present atmosphere of the old world uncongenial and, leaving countries 
that cannot be .further, agitated, flock to this country to sow the seeds 
of destruction and social revolution. 
Yet, there is reason to fear that 


to some degree anarchistic plots have been hatched for years in this 
cquntrj1, fanned by the flames of disruption here and there and fomented 
by every lawless speaker and writer *'lio has abused American liberty 
and striven to spread the pernicious doctrines o£ license under the guiso 
of humanitarianism. 


The frustrated designs of the Xew York conspirators point eloquently 


to the diabolical source of anarchy, as exemplified in New York. 
St. 


Patrick's' cathedral, the finest .example of ecclesiastical building in the 
great city, and the centre' of a flourishing worship, was first to be 
destroyed. 
Then Carnegie, Rockefeller and other men of great wealth 


were to be removed by violence. 
Concerted attacks were to be made on 


banks, places of business and other commercial centres and looting anc 
nurder was to be the order of the day. Whatever idf?.b actuated the 
anarchists who had perfected these plans for months, the first esser,tia 
was the destruction of established order. 
The new regime was to be 


baptized in blood. It is difficult to read the particulars of the alleged 
plots without recalling wild tales of fiction or bloody revolutions in lands 
of tyranny, but this was in New York in the year of war, 1916.

o f . all-the anarchists would .destroy religion, o£ which it is a noble 
bymbol. 
The very desigii could only have been born in minds poisonet 


liy the'weeds .of icreligion, license or religious prejudice. 
Religion stands 


between them and the fulfilment of their bloody designs, and so religion 
must go. Recently a lecturer in this city attributed the great war mainlj 
to the neglect of rdligion and real culture and told how the French goveru 
ibent, through one of the depntios, boasted of having put out the light: 
in heaven. 
What rras attempted by atheists in France is now attempted 


by anarchists in America, but before this country is flaunted with the 
red warning of Eunope. 
Will our people be warned in time and see to 


what the modern tendency to lawlessness and materialism is leading? 


If this country is to exist .as planned by Washington and preserved 


in the davs of the Civil war through'the prudence of Lincoln, anarchy 
must be stamped out. 
The menace is great and it is very real. 
U is 


useless to brag a5)0tit our declaration of independence and indulge in 
patriotic orations -while vile ministers o! evil lurk in dark holes and 
yVan for the overthrow of all that made America a nation. 
First of all, 


there must be a cleaning of the house in every department of our national 
life^ for while New York tolerates such things as were revealed in the 
Becker trial, who c.an wonder that it has plots of bloodshed and anarchy. 
Hy corruption in politics, irreverence in religion and in all relating to 
the family life', laxity in morals, contempt for spiritual and 
temporal 


authority, and the machinations of sellifh interests, our people havo in- 
vited the hellish activity of the scum of the world, and the plots of today 
show the, revolutions of tomorrow unless the nation is warned in time 
and sets out to stamp out the weeds of disorder that were never designed 
to grow on American soil. 
We must seek out the anarchistic plotters of 


our great cities ns we would seek the rats that carry the genus of the 
bubonic plague, for unless we do we shall carry a poison in our system 
that must some day destroy us. 
There is no place in this country fo.r 


anarchists and as we have often asserted, the very moment a man 
admits that he is an anarchist, he should be deported orfolherwise placed 
where he can do no harm. 


A CONSPIRACY CHARGED 


Another Indication that the govern- 


ment will Insist on the recognition of 


trie! neutrality Is afforded by the in- 
dlctmenis j-eturned against" the Ham- 
nirg-AmerJcan line and five of Its offi- 
cials, on' the charge of defrauding: the 
government In a scheme to aid belllg- 


rent fierman cruisers. 
It Is charged 


that the German line through its oftV 
cials took, measures to furnish supplies 
o belligerent ships through the filing 
of false records, clearances of vessels 
and manifests of cargo at American 
custom houses. The Indictments have 
come through 
the 
complaint 
of

British consul. If it be. proved that the 
Hamburg-American 
line 
was 
guilty 


of the offences charged, the serious- 
ness of the charge must be apparent 
even to German sympathizers In this 
country. 
By fraud and the abuse of 


American privileges It would not be 
difficult to plunge this nation in a per- 
plexity of foreign entanglements 
that 


could not be easily unraveled. Ger- 
man 
sympathizers 
will undoubtedly 


continue to strive for the 
success of 


the fatherland, but 
the 
requests of 


this government for general respect of 
the principles of neutrality cannot be 
disregarded. 
America comes first on 


this side of the Atlantic. 


The business outlook is liable to he

garding the prevention oC all com- 
merce with Germany, for the greatest 
favorable influence on the general sit- 
uation was our thriving foreign busi- 
ness.

While the futility of much criticism 


heard after the destruction wrought 
by a great fire is evident, it is inevi- 
table that the public should discuss 
it in all its phases.

BILL TO MAKE COMPE3VSATIOJC LAW 


MANDATORY — DRASTIC MEASURE 
BEFORE LEGISLATURE 


BOSTON, March 3.— A. bill 
making 


the present workmen's esrancnsatior 
law absolutely mandatory upon ev- 
ery employer in 
Massachusetts en- 


gaged In any industrial line, as weil 
as upon the commonwealth, counties, 
cities, towns and fire and water dis- 
tricts, -has been prepared by the In- 
dustrial accident board and present- 
ed to the legislative committee on the 
judiciary" The only exceptions per- 
mitted under the 
bill are domestic 


servants and farm -laborers. 


In addition to requiring all employ- 


ers to come under the provisions of 
the act, the hill Rl?o takes away the 
privilege now accorded to employes 
of 'Insured 'employers to .waive their 
compensation rights under the terms 
of. the. law. and to elect to secure 
compensation through a suit for per- 
sonal Injury. • 


Tho bill also contains tho so-called 


"self-insurance" provision, to
